A WOMAN'S ni'TV 

Mr.-.-, CasRrnin, as chairman of the 
Canadian Association of Women 
Voters, hopes that this growing or- 
Kanization will extend its boundaries 
beyond Quebec to encompass the 
whole of Canada. She feels that it 
is a woman's duty to become inter- 
ested in political and social affairs, 
and thus to contribute in a positive 
v.-ay tn their country. 

"1 am a minor in the eyes of the 
law," Mrs. Casgrain burst out defi- 
antly. "I ,-,01 lucky I have a good 
husband and therefore do not need 
the law; it is for those women who 
do not have Rood husbands that we 
must think, feel, and work for." In 
the province no woman is allowed 
the right to own property, to have 
an operation without her husband's 
riRnatine, to loyally sien a docu- 
ment. It is in this sphere of civil 
rlRhts that Mrs. Casgrain is at pre 
sent working. 

CHILD pnont.RM 

For seven years Mrs. Ca.scrain has 
as well worked for a cohesive child 
protection law, that would deal witli 
.ill aspects of child welfare. Again 
it is Quebec who has succeeded in 
being the laggard amongst Canada' 
provinces in adopting such a law. 

Social problems and an earnest 
desire to sec the economic conditions 
improve that produce these piob 
lims, lead Mrs. Cas;;rain to the 
C.C.F. movement. It has taken much 
tliought and study to join the C.C.F. 
said Mrs. Casgrain and she went on 
to explain, "the decision was a seri- 
ous one in my case." With her ex- 
perience in social problems she be- 
lieves that Socialism must come. 

As I was IcnviuR .she said to me. 
" An EiiKlish philosopher once said 
that 00 per cent ot the population 
would rather die than think," and 
added on her own, "and feel for 
other people without thought ot pro- 
fit."
